Dividing 5 to 4, Supreme 
Court Holds That Divi- 
dends Distributed in the 
Form of Stock Are Not 
“Income” 


GOVERNMENT TO LOSE 
MILLIONS-BY DECISION 


Congressman Hull, Who 
Drew Income Tax Law, 
Says Decision Destroys 
Power of Congress to 
Tax Stock Dividends. 


Washington, Mahrch 8.—Corpor- 
ration dividends distributed in the 
form of stock do not constitute “in- 
come” and consequently are not sub- 
ject to federal incone taxes, the 
supreme: eourt decided today in a 
five to four decision. 

Provisions of the 1916 federal in- 
come tax law levying taxes on stock 
dividends were declared unconstitu- 
tional? The décision also yqullified 
similar provisions of the present 
law and will involve great loss in 
revenues to the government in fu- 
ture collections and also refunds 
to such taxes already collected. 
Large financial interests likewise 
will be affected and extensive ‘“mel- 
on cutting” is expected. 

In the majority decision, read by 
Justice Pitney, Chief Justice White 
and Justice McKean, Van Devanter 
and McReynolds concurring. Of the 
four dissenting members ofthe court, 
Justice Holmes read a brief opinion 
in which he was joined by Justice 
Day, and Justice Brandeis delivered 
a lengthy opinion i. ‘hich Justice 
Clarke concurred.- In holding that 
stock distributions are not dividends 
on account of no separation of cor- 
porate assets being involved, Jus- 
tice Pitney, in behalf of the ma- 
jority, declared that stock shares 
“are nothing except paper certifi- 
cates” in undistributed assets, are 
not realized profits and, therefore, 
are not taxable. . 

Held Unconstitutional. 

The attempt of congress, in the 
income tax law, to tax stock dis- 
tributions, the majority decided to 
be unconstitutional and not per- 
mitted by the sixteenth, or income 
tax, amendment to the federal con- 
stitution. Stock dividends, the ma- 
jority held, may be taxed only aft- 
er stockholders realize upon them 
by sale, in which case the govern- 
ment may levy income taxes on 
such profits. 

All four dissenting justices con- 
tended that congress had power to 
tax stock dividends, holding that 
such dividends are “income” the 
same as if in cash. The sixteenth 
amendment, the minority declared, 
is broad enough to justify tax. 

Justices Brandeis and Clarke 
characterized the majority view as 
“narrow” and “bizarre,” and said 
it would permit many corporations 
to escape taxation on a large por- 
tion of what “is actually their in- 

e.”” Declaration of dividends in 


" $h or in some other medium, the 


two justices added, is “wholly a 
matter of financial management,” 
and therefore, “if a dividend paid in 
securities represents a distribution 
of profits congress may, of course, 
tax it as income.” 4 
The other-dissenting opinion ex- 
pressed the belief that the word 
“income” in the sixteenth amend- 
ment should be read in a sense most 
obvious to the common understand- 
ing at the time of its adoption. 
Most people, other than lawyers, it 
was added, supposed when they 
voted for it that they put at rest 
the question of direct taxes, includ- 
ing levies on stock dividends. 
Mast Refund Millions. 
Under the court’s ruling, the fed- 
eral government must refund mil- 
lions of dollars in taxes collected on 
Stock dividends since the 1916 law 
became effective. Internal revenue 
bureau officials said today the ex- 
act total of the refunds could not 
be estimated at this time and that 


it would not bg known until all 
opry had been filed and com- 
ed. 


Justice Pitney, in rendering the 
court's opinion, said stock dividends 
are no more than a “book adjust- 
ment” and do not change the na- 
ture, character, mutual relations or 
interests of a _corporation. 


The court upheld federal court 
decrees denying the authority of 
congress to tax stock dividends and 
awarding to Myrtle H. Macomber 
$1,367 which she had paid under 
protest on 1,100 shares of new stock 
received in January, 1916, as a stock 
dividend from the Standard Oil 
company of California... The case 
was one of a series in hich J. P. 
Morgan, Herbert L. Pratt and oth- 
ers had questioned the validity of 
the act. . 


_. Court officials said the case was 
one of the most important at this 
term and that determination of the 
question affects thousands of in- 
vestors. 

Justice Pitney, in his majority 
opinion, said a stock dividend “is in

AIRPLANE 10 WIN 


SUFFRAGE FIGHT 


‘Senator Bloch to Be Borne 


Through Air to Cast De- 
cfding Vote for Women 
in W. Va. Legislature.

Chicago, March 8.—An _ airplane 
flight to hasten State Senator 
Bloch’s arrival in Charleston, W. 
Va., was arranged by republican 
party managers here today on re- 
ceipt of word from Charleston say- 
ing Bloch must be there by Wed- 
nesday to prevent the state legisla- 
ture adjourning without his decid- 
ing vote on the suffrage amend- 
ment. 

Senator Bloch is due in Chicago 
tomorrow morning on his way to 
Charleston from California. Cap- 
tain Victor Heintz, of the republican 
national committee, found that the 
senator must be in Cincinnati by 7 
o’clock tomorrow night to catch a 
train that would take him to 
Charleston in time to cast his vote. 
Only a special train or an airplane 
would make the connection. 

Will H. Hays, republican national 
chairman, made arrangements for 
both agencies. There will be an air- 
plane waiting for Senator 
when hearrives, and if he refuses 
to make the four-hour dash by alr 
he will be taken to Cincinnati by 
special train. 

Legislature Is Deadlocked. 

Charleston, W. Va., March 8.—Suf- 
frage ferees in the West Virginia 
legislature determined to hold the 
body in session until Senator Jesse 
Bloch, of Wheeling, en reute. from 
California, ean arrive to vote on the 
federal guffraze amendment were 
successful today in defeating efforts 
of anti-suffrage leaders to adjourn 
the senate and house of delegates 
sine die. 


sf Several attempts were made by 


legislators opposing ratification in 
both houses to bring about final ad- 
journment but each time fortune 
favored the suffragists. 

For a time it appeared that the 
senate might be for to hold an 
all-night session owing to a tie vote 
which would neither permit  ad- 
journment of the body until tomor- 
row, nor final adjourniment to be 
taken, Eventually pro-suffrage 
senators, inorder to secure agree- 
ment for adjournmént until tomor- 
row, agreed to permit the senate 
referendum bill to be placed on the 
calendar tomorrow without opposi- 
tion. 

Senator Bloch, whose vote, it is 
expected, will make the necessary 
majority to atify the suffrage 
amendment, Will arrive in Charles- 
ton Wednesday, according to a 
statement made today by Mrs, Ellis 
A. Yost, chairman of the ratifica- 
tion committee of the Equal Suf- 
frage association. 

Vermont Blocks Suffrage. 

Berlin, Vt., March 
Clement today again refused a re- 
quest from woman suffrage leaders 
that he call the state legislature in 
special session to vote on the suf- 
frage amendment. His reply to a 
delegation of seven women who 


called on him here asking him an 


reconsider his efusal, was: 

“My reason for not calling the 
legislature together at this time, is 
because this question changes the 
state constitution and I believe that 
any change in the state constitution 


ehould be made only after it has 
been submitted to the voters of this 
state. This is one of the provisions 
of the state convention.”’ ,

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TO WORK FOR REED 


Former Senator Declares 
the Anti-Administration 
Forces Are Assured of 
Candidate — Probable 
Line-Up Between Pal- 
mer and Reed. 


On his return to Atlanta yester- 
day from the east, former United 
States Senator Thomas W. Hard- 
wick announced that he was here to 
make a fight fof Senator James A. 
Reed, of Missouri, to secure for him 
the delegates from Georgia in the 
April preferential primary if pos- 
sible. Senator Reed had already 
been scheduled to make _ several 
speeches in Georgia and Mr. Hard- 
wick: was prepared to give his 
dates and .plans. 

Mr. Hardwick said that it had 
been determined that an anti-ad- 
minjstration democrat should be 
entered in the primary so that Geor- 
gia democrats might have the op- 
portunity of expressing their opins 
ion on the league of nations with- 
out going outside of their party. 
Mr. Hardwick said that Hoover was 
not a democrat and that the peo- 
ple of Georgia would defeat him at 
the polls if his name _ should be 
placed upon the ballot. 

Three Speeches Arranged. 

Discussing Senator Reed’s speak- 
ing program in Georgia, he said: 

“Since he spoke in ‘Atlanta last 
July, Senator Reed has_ received 
many invitations to return to Geor- 
gia. He has consented to” make 
several speeches in this state prior 
to the April primary. He will speak 
Mat Moultrie Saturday afternoon, 
March 20, coming from there to At- 
lanta, where the people of this com- 
munity will be given an opportu- 
nity of hearing him at the Audito- 
rium Monday night. He will speak 
in Macon.Tuesday night, March 21. 

“His campaign will be directed 
against the league of nations which 
is about to be defeated for the sec- 
ond time in the United States sen- 
ate, This has been made a& cam- 
paign issue and the opponents of 
the league feel that the people of 
Georgia have the right to hear a 
discussion of “both sides. 

“Senator Reed is a foremost cham- 
pion of standing by the traditional 
policy of George Washington and 
avoiding as far as possible compli- 
cations due to foreign glliances. 
The people may be assured that, in 
the April primary, democrats op- 
posed to the league will have a can- 
didate to represent their views. 
Senator Reed is the logical candi- 
date, having been a life-long demos 
crat and the leading opponent of 
the treaty on the democratic sidé itn 
congress.” 

Commenting on the effort being 
made to have Hoover's name enter- 
ed as a candidate in the democratic 
primary in Georgia, Mr. Hardwick 
said: 

“Mr. Hoover is not a democrat 
and everybody who knows anything 
about it knows that he is not a 
democrat. However, I think prob- 
ably the easiest way out of it 
would be to put his name on the 
ticket and let the democrats of 
Georgia defeat him, as they will.” 

Forecast of Line-Up. 

Political donesters are now of the 
opinion that the situation in Geor- 
gia is unqtestionably narrowing 
down to a clean-cut fight between, 


on one side, the element in the 
State favoring a géneral indorse- 
ment of achievements of the dem- 
ocratic administration, and espe- 
cially its part in the world war, and, 
on the other side, the element made 
up of those represented by Mr. 
Reed, who threw every possible 
Stumbling block in the way of the 
Successful prosecution of the war— 
the element to whom the president 
could always look for opposition to 
his administrative efforts intended 
to back up the American armies 
overseas. 

Universal sentiment now ig that, 
in this line-up, Attorney General! 
Palmer will lead the administration 
forces and Senator Reed will en- 
deavor to concentrate for himself 
all the anti-administraton elements 
in the state. 

It is generally conceded that 
Hoover will not even figure as a

Rhode Island Attorney 
General Says an Attempt 


Is Being Made to Revo- 
lutionize Constitution 
Through Amendment. 


Washington, March 8. — Rhode 
Island’s legal attack on the prohi- 
bition amendment to the federal 
constitution was argued in supreme 
court today, assailed by the com- 
plainant as revolutionary and an 
invasion of state’s rights’ and de- 
‘ended by the government as a le- 
5 agges addition to the nation’s 


basic law over which the court 
held no jurisdiction. 

Herbert A. Rice, attorney gen- 
eral of Rhode Island, opened for 
the opposition and William I. Frier- 
son, assistant attorney general cf 
the United States, replied for the 
government. Other arguments will 
be heard tomorrow, as well as ap- 
peats from Kentucky and Massa- 
chusetts involving the same ques- 
tions, 

Mr. Rice charged there was in 
progress a “constitutional revolu- 
tion through amendments.” 

“I see more danger in the doc- 
trine by.the government than any 
docirine urgéd by the -demagogue 
during the world war,” he said, “The 
rights assured the people undér the 
terth amendment were never in- 
tendeqg to be takeh away.” Mr. 
Rice argued that the prohibition 
amendment résulted from a mis- 
conception of the law by congrress 
and that the federal government 
had no authority to make such a 
change in the constitution as the 
amendment . provides. Declaringg 
that “amendment” means a correc- 
tion, he said the terms of. the pro- 
hibition amendment are clearly ont- 
side the purview of the constitution. 

Anti-Slavery Amendment. 

“What about the thirteenth 
amendm@4nt abolishing slavery,” in- 
quired Justice Pitney?” 

“That was a comyromise amend- 
ment and corrected an error in the 
constitution,” ansewered Mr. Rice. 

Justice Brandeis asked what pow- 

er could bring’ about the conditions 
imposed by the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 
' “There is no power in the United 
States constitution to make such a 
charge unless it could be done by 
unanimous consent of the states 
and the people of the United 
States,” Mr. Rice said. “There is ne 
power and there was fever intend- 
ed to be such power for encroach- 
ment by the federal government 
upon the powers of the states.” 

“Wasn’t slavery supported by the 
police power of the States?” Jus- 
tice McReynolds asked, 


“Yes,” replieqd-Mr. Rice, “but it 
was police power to regulate.” 

Mr. Ktice told the court that the 
thirteenth, fourteenth an fifteenth 
amendments “were written intyv the 
eonstitution by force” and not with 
the voluntary assent of the south- 
ern states. 


Assistant Attorney General Frier- 
scn argued there was nothing rev- 
Olutionary in the adoption of en 
amendment taht lays down a “fun- 
damental rule of law that applies to 
all states. 

What Case Involves. 

“The case does involve the ques- 
tion as to whether a state can come 
into a federal court and enjoin theé« 
enforcement of a criminal law on 
the ground the law is unconstitu- 
ticral,” he added. “I have never 
understood that this court, at the 
instance of a state, could be censti- 
tuted into a forum iw which to de- 
bate the respective political rights 
of the two governments. If that 
‘ig the case, any statef can «ome in 
of individual citizens have 
ebéen injured. “We have here. the 
‘Hein question as to whether a state 
Can invoke the: jurisdictidn of a 
ceurt*toprotect its citizens who are 
afso chtizens of the United States 
.who have violated\an act of con- 
gress from orderly prosecution in

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All Reservations 
As Nallifications 


President Restates for 
Democratic Senators His 
Opposition to the Treaty 
Changes Proposed by 
Senator Lodge. 


Washington, March 8.—President 
Wilson restated for democratic sen- 
ators todgey, his opposition to any 
peace treaty reservations which 
would weaken the full force of ar- 
ticle tem or atherwise “impair the 
provisfons of the league convenant. 

Without saying specifically what 
qualifications he would or woyld not 
accept, he wrote a letter -o Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, the administration 
leader, that almost all the reserva- 
tions he had heard suggested were 
“in effect virtual nullifications” of 
the treaty articles to which they 
applied. “I hear of reservationists 
and mild reservationists,” the letter 
added, “but I cannot understand the 
difference between a nuf™fier and a 
mild nullifier.” 

Discussing article ten particularly, 
the president wrote that there was 
“no escaping the moral obligations 
which are expressed in positive 
terms in this article,” though there 
could be no objection to explaining 
in an,interpretation the constitu- 
tional methods by which such an 
obligation would have to be fulfilled. 
The “very heart” of the convenant, 
he reiterated, would be imperilled 
by weakening article ten. > 


Text of Wilson’s Letter. 


The president’s letter, written in 
response to a request that he con- 


fer with Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, in charge for the demo- 
cratic side of the senate in qurrent 
negotiations for a compromise,.fol- 
lows in full: 

My Dear Senator Hitchcock: 

I understand that one or two 
of your colleagues do me the 


honor of desiring to know what 
my views are with reference 
to Article X. of the league of 
nations and the effect upon the 
league of the adoption of cer- 
tain proposed reservations to 
that article. I welcome the op- 
portunity to throw any light I 
can upon a subject which has 
become so singularly beclouded 
by misapprehensions and mis~ 
interpretations of every kind. 

There is no escaping the mor- 
al obligations which are ex- 
pected in positive terms in this 
article of the covenant. We 
won a moral victory over Ger- 
many far greater even than the 
military victory won on the 
field of battle, because the 
opinion of the whole world 
swung to our support and the 
‘support of the nations associat- 
ed with us in the great struggle. 
It did so because our common 
profession and promise that we 
meant to establish “an organi- 
zation of peace which should 
make it certain that the com- 
bined power of free nations 
‘would check every invasion of 
right and serve to make peace 
and justice the more secure by 
affording a definite tribunal of 
opinion to which all must sub- 
mit apd by which every inter- 
national readjustment that can- 
not be amicably agreed upon by 
the péoples directly concerned 
shall be sanctioned. This prom- 
ise and assurance were written 
into the preliminaries and the 
armistice and into the prelim- 
inaries of the peace itself and 
constitute one of the most sa- 
cred obligations ever assumed 
by any nation or body of na- 
tions. It is unthinkable that 
America should set the exam- 
ple of ignoring such a selemn 
moral engagement.

Washington, March 8.—Diseovery 
of a “co-operative kidnaping as- 
sociation” having for its purpose 
“the kidnaping and holding for 
ransom of foreigners, preferably 
Americans,” is announced by the 
Mexican foreign office, according 
to advices today from Mexico City. 

The announcemnet says this 
“unique company” is made up of 
Mexicans and Americans on the 
border, this statement being based 
on reports from various consular 
officers. The foreign office says 
the “association” also is engaged 
in “the ignoble task of creating 
trouble between the two ‘countries.”

El Paso, Texas, March 8.—Jo- 
seph Williams, an American em- 
ployee of the American Smelting 


and Refining company plant at 
Pedricena, Mexico, is a captive in 
the fiands of Francisco Villa, held 
for $50,000 ransom, according to 
passengers from southern Chihua- 
hua, who have arrived at Juarez, 
Mexico, opposite here. Williams 
served in the world war and was

WILSON LETTER 
BANISHES HOPE 
OF RATIFICATION

Washington, March 8.—President 
Wilson has spoken his last -avord 
on treaty compromise. It is a Féso- 
lute refusal to accept the Lodge res- 
ervation on article ten in partteular 
and reservations on the league cov- 
enant in general. Barring a miracle, 
the president’s ultimatum—for such 
it is—definitely banishes treaty rat- 
ification to the realm of imperalism. 
World reconstruction is hung up 
for a year and from an international 


bled ignominously to the low plane 
of a domestic party campaign issue. 

The president rejects reserva- 
tions because they are not inter- 
pretations, “zut are almost without 
exception virtual nullifications.” He 
has heard of “reservationists” and 
“mild reservationists,” but cannot 
distinguish between “nullifiers and 
mild nullifiers.” The Lodge reser- 
vation of article ten, stripping it of 
moral obligation to make war in its 
defense, “cuts at the very heart and 
life of the covenant itself.’’ Wood- 
row Wilson “could not look our gal- 
lant soidiers in the face“ if he did 
not oppose it. 

The president’s professions were 
made in a letter sent to Senator 
Gilbert M. Hitchcock this after- 
noon. Couched in familiar terms of 
super-idealism, it was the white 
house response to senatorial ef- 
forts to probe Mr. Wilson’s readi- 
ness to consider a treaty compro- 
mise. The communication was the 
product of several days’ studious 
labor and was only completed this 
morning. Although addressed to 
the administeation leader in the 
senate and ostensibly 
the information of,that body, 
aimed actually at e imperialistic 
powers of the world which are lec- 
tured and attacked mercilessly, and 
by name. 

Letter Really Addressed to Grey. 

Many authorities in Washington 
tonight say that the real addressee 
is not Senator Hitehcock, but Vis- 
count Grey. They are persuaded 
that the document is Woodrow Wil- 
son’s rejoinder to the celebrated 
letter which the late British am- 
bassador to the United States pub- 
lished in The London Times on Jan- 
uary 31. In that communication 
Viscount Grey proclaimed that the 
Lodge reservations, including res- 
ervation on article ten, were ac- 
ceptable to America’s associates. 
Woodrow Wilson now thunders that 
their acceptability is due to the 
fact that article ten, amended in 
Senator Lodge’s sense, restores to 
the land-grabbing nations of the 
world the opportunity of renewing 
“their historic game of pawns and 
peoples.” 

The president affirms that artl- 
cle tem, as incorporated in the cove- 
nant,/imposes renunciation of im- 
perialistic designs by “Great Brit- 
ain and Japan in the Pacific: -by 
France; by Italy—by all the great 
fightfne powers of the world.” The 
president asserts that “every im- 
perialistic influence in Europe was 
hostile to the embodiment of article 
ten im the covenant.” He charged, 
in effect, that if the Lodge reserva- 
tion on article ten is accepted—as 
Lord Grey says that Europe is 
ready to accent it—the governments 
in question “will be guilty of bad 
faith to their people.”

Washington, March %8.—How to 
obtain new sources of revenue so as 
to provide for former service men, 
was discussed today by the house 
ways and means commitee, with rep- 
rensetatives of soldier organizations, 
but without common agreement as 
to the best and most  practica) 
methods. 

All sorts of suggestions have been 
offered the committee in connection 
with its consideration of more than 
three-score bills. The problem has 
been made more difficult, members 
pointed out, because of the conflict- 
ing views of the various organiza- 
tions. There was the promise today 
that harmony of action might be- 
velop. 

Colonel Lester E. Jones, command- 
fing the District of Columbia de- 
partment, American legion, an- 
nounced that the legion’s executive 
committee would meet March 22, and 
expressed belief it would work in 
close co-operation with all service 
men toward obtaining help from the 
government. 

Colonel Jones said he believed the 
legislation: should _present a well 
cheme for financing any

CONGRESS MEMBERS 
IN PITCHED BATTLE 


Mexico City, March 8.—Members 
of the Honduran congress of depu- 
ties engaged in a pitched battle 
during the third week in February, 
in which twenty were killed and 
wounded, according to private ad- 
vices reaching here from Teguci- 
galpa and published in El Univer- 
sal today. Among those killed was 
Dr.. Romulo E. Duron, president of 
the igress. It is stated the fight 
resulted in a new revolution led by 


General Tibuggio , Garcia against 
the Guiterrez rnment. 
Since last July, when General 


Luiz Lopez Guiterrez succeeded 
Francisco Bertrand as _ president, 
the Honduran congress has been 
the scene of bitter opposition by 
the enemies of the new govern- 
mental leagers. At the time of the 
Guiterrez revolt the United States 
intervened and ‘suggested negotia- 
tions between the contending 
forces. President Bertrand refused, 
and, turning the presidency over 
to the control of the’ ministry, left 
the country. Later the cabinet 
placed power in the hands of lran- 
cisco Bogran, vice president, who, 
after an election, was succeeded by 
General Guiterrez. In the congress 
it has been held by one faction 
that the election should be voided 
because of the disturbed condition 
of the country. . 
Opposition to the government be- 
came so powerful that the Guiter- 
rez government was threatened, 
and during a session of the con- 
gress three weeks ago Dr. Veneicox 
Callejas delivered a strong speech 
again Guiterrez. Hnraged at this 
attack, an adherent of Guiterrez 
shot and killed Callejas. Then fol- 
lowed a battle in the chamber be- 
tween members of the body and fol- 
lowers of the president, who, for 
the most part, were soldiers. In 
addition to President Duron, three 
jeading members of the opposition 
party. Who had not taken part in 
the fiehting, were killed. ee 
Victims of the melee were promi- 
nent, and advices state public sen- 
timent rah high, resulting in Gen- 
eral ‘Tiburcio Garcia, military 
leader of the opponents of Guiter- 
rez, taking the field at the head of 
a force of 500 men. It is stated 
the rebdis took refuge near the 
Nicaraguhn border. The recipjent 
of the news, whos@sname is not 
given by El Universal, is said to 
be a former Honduran journalist in 


' close touch with conditions in that 


country. 


New Orleans, March &.—Reports

To the People, Says Bolling Jones 


“Savings stamps have been a God- 
send to the _ people,” said Post- 
master Bolling H. Jones yester- 
day. “In- completing the pay- 
ment for homes bought, in meet- 


ing the expense of sickness and in 
paying the expense of boys and girls 
at high schools-and colleges, savings 
stamps have done wonders,” contin-: 
ued Mr. Jones. 

Mr. Jones stated this was found 


to be true al] over the United States 


“during the first “flu” epidemic dur- 


ing the fall of 1918, and has been 
equally so this year during the try- 
ing, weeks of January and February, 
when our second “flu” epidemic 
came on, causing much sickness and 
expense to the people. 

In Atlanta, where ten thousand 
young men and women are at col- 
lege or in technical schools, hun- 
dreds have been able to pay their 
way largely with savings stamps 
bought in previous months. Thus, 
the saving habit is helping to edu- 
cate worthy boys and girls in a 
practical way. In the high 
Atlanta the attendance is four 
times as large as it was fifteen years 
azo, although there is no such in- 
crease in population. Thrift 
helped the people to educate their 
children better. 


In the meantime, the same thrift 
in the purchase of savings stamps 
has helped hundreds of people to 


acquire ,.homes and complete pay- 
ments on homes already bought at 
a time when it was almost impos- 
sible to rent comfortable homes.

If you buy a bond you 
have to collect the interest and re- 
invest it. If you buy savings stamps 
or certificates, they mature ‘in five 
yezrs, the interest is approximately 
four per cent compounded quarterly 
and reinvestd for you, so that at 
the end of five years the government 
turns over in cash the whole of 
your principal, plus four per cent in- 
terest for the whole period. 


“Another distinct advantage is 
that these stamps and certificates 
may be cashed at any time on ten 


days notice in case of need. This is 
a great safety clause and a man 
may be perfectly comfortable in 
buying these savings stamps, be- 
will be in a position to 
meet any contingency. or any urgent 
need of money arising from sick: 
ness, the purchase of a home, the 
edueation of children, or anything 
of that sort, and he can do so in ten 
days, and this without any expense 
of selling the securities. If you sold 
bonds you would have to pay brok- 
erage and take the market price, 
whatever that might be. With sav- 
ing stamps or certificates you can 
get one hundred per cent, plus in- 
terest at a slightly lower rate than 
you would if you waited until ma- 
turity.

SCHOOL MERGER 
PLANS ARE MADE 


Agreement Is Reached 
and Georgia Legislature 
Will Be Asked to Au- 


thorize Proposed Change 


As the result of action taken 
Monday morning at a joint session 
, of the. city ‘and county boards of 
| education, ‘the board of Fulton 
| county commissioners and the com- 
| mittee on intellectual development 
of the city planning conrmission in- 
dorsing the proposed plan to con- 
solidate the city and county school 
systems, the Georgia general assem- 
bly will be asked to pass legisla- 
tion enabling the plan to be put 
into effect, 

The salient features of the pro- 
posal are as follows: 

1. Abolishment of both the pres- 
ent city and county boards of edu- 
cation, and the creation of a board 
of five members, three of - whom 
Shall be residents of the city, and 
two of the county; all to be- elected 
by the votes of the county at large. 

2. The levy of a_e school: tax 
through authority vested in the 
board of 75ic on the $100 for main- 
tenance of schools, and 25¢ on the 
$100 for the erection of new build- 
ings. 


Power to Spend Funds. 

3. Absolute and independent pow- 
er to the new board to expend its 
own funds, to issue. bonds\and to 
borrow money, restrictions which 
now hamper them in their efforts 
to provide funds for the schools, 

On motion of Dr. W. L. Gilbert, 
Fulton county commissioner, it was 
agreed to request the city.and coun- 
ty attorneys to prepare a DN! and 
present it for approval of the joint 
committee before its introduction in 
| the legislature this summer. &om- 
| missioner W. H. Terrell, of the city 
| board of education, was the only 


| representative present who offered 
| active opposition to the fusion plan. 
| He was in agreement with the gen- 
eral object, but his idea was that 
the city should be expanded to ab- 


sorb the county in accomplishing 
the merger. 

Superintendent J. W. Simmons, 
of the county board of education, 
and Superintendent W. F. Dykes, of 
the city board, were in accorg with 
the plan adopted, except that Mr. 
Dykes is of the opinion that the 
schools should not be made the sole 
object of taxation when other de- 
partments of the city aro in such 
dire need for more money. 

The plan as adopted Monday dif- 
fered tn only two respects from the 
original proposal formulated by a 
subcommittee composed of Presi- 
dent Fred Winburn and Superin- 
tendent W. F. Dykes, of the c'ty 
board;:President Virlyn B. Moore 
and Superintendent J. W. Simmons, 
of the county board, and Dr. W..I.. 
Gilbert, county commissionef. 


Changes Are Made. 


The proposition to reduce the 
city tax rate from $1.25 to $1 on the 
$100, and the county rate from 9$0c 
to 70c on the $100, was eliminated, 
and the boar of eight members 
proposed by the subcommittee was 
reduced to five. 

Enthusiastic talks in favor of the 
merger were made by Mayor Key, 
who presided at the meeting; Oscar 
Mills, chairman of the county board 
of commissioners; Virlyn B. Moore, 
Mrs. Harry P. Hermance and others. 

According to figures given out by 
Mr. Moore, the levy of a tax of 
75 cents will give the propos+q new 
board of education the sum of 
$1,500,000 a year on which to oper- 
ate. This amount, he said, is about 
$400,000 in excess of the present 
combined school appropriations of 
the city and county. 

The merger of the two systems, 
it developed at the meeting, would 
not affect East Point and College 
Park, each of which are incorpo- 
rated and operate systems of their 
own.

lant armies in the face again 
if I did not do everything in 
my power to remove every ob- 
stacle that lies in the way of 
of the adoption of this particu- 
lar article of the covenant, be- 
cause we made these pledges 
to them as well as to the rest 
of the world and it was to this 
cause they deemed themselves 
devoted in a spirit of crusaders. 
I should be forever uhfaithful 
to them if I did not do my ut- 
most to fulfill the high purpose 
for which they fought. 

I think, my dear senator, we 
can dismiss from our minds the 
idea that it is necessary to stip 

ulate in connection with Article 
Ten the constitutional methods 
we should use in fulfilling our 
obligations under it. We gain 
nothing by such stipulations and 
secure nothing which is not al- 
ready secured. It was under- 
stood as a matter of course at 
the conference in Paris~- that 
whatever obligations any gov- 
ernment assumed or whatever 
duties it undertook under the 
treaty would of course have to 
be fulfilled by its usual and es- 
tablished constitutional methods 
of action. Once or twice in 
meetings ofthe conference, when 
the treaty was under consider- 
ation, “reservations” were made 
to that effect by the reprent- 
atives of individual powers and 
those “reservations’’ were invar- 
iably received in the way in 
Which men have who have met 
for business and not for talk 
always receive acts of scrupu- 
lous superioragation—listened 
to with indifferent silence as 
such men listen to what is a 
matter of course and was not 
necessary to say. 

There can be no objection to 
explaining again what our con- 
Stitutional method is and that 
our congress alone can declare 
war or determine the causes or 
occasions for war, and that it 
alone can authorize the use of 
the armed forces of the United 
States on land or on the sea. 
But to make such a declaration 
would certainly be a work of 
supereorgation. 


Virtual Nullifications, 


TI am sorry to say that the 
reservations that have come 
under my notice are, almost 
without exception, not inter- 
pretations of the articles to 
which it is proposed to attach 
them, but in effect virtual nul- 
lifications of those articles. 

Any reservations which seek 
to deprive the league of nations 
of the force of article ten cuts 
at the very heart and life of 
the covenant itself. Any league 
of nations which does not guar- 
antee as a matter of incontest- 
able right the political inde- 
pendence and integrity of each 
of its members might be hardly 
more than a futile scrap of pa- 
per, as ineffective in operation 
as the agreement between Bel- 
gium and Germany which the 
Germans violated in 1914. Ar- 
ticle ten as written into the 
treaty of Versailles represents 
the renunciation by Great 
Britain and Japan which be- 
fore the war had begun to find 
so many interests in common in 
the Pacific; by France; by 
Italy—by all the great fighting 
powers of the world, of the old 
pretentions of political con- 
quest and territorial aggran- 
dizement. It is a new doctrine 
in the world’s affairs and must 
be recognized or there is no se- 
cure basis for the peace which 
the whole world so longingly 
desires and so deperately needs. 
If article ten is not adopted and 
acted upon, the governments 
which reject it will, I think, be 
guilty of bad faith to their peo- 
ple whom they induced to make 
the infinite sacrifices of the 
war by the pledge that they 
would be fighting to redeem 
the world from the old order 
of force and aggression. They 
will be acting also in bad faith 
to the opinion of the world at 
large to which they appealed 
for support in a concerted stand 
against the aggressions and 
pretentions of Germany. If we 
were to reject article ten or 
so to weaken it as to take its 
full force out of it, it would 
mark us as desiring to return 
to the old world of jealous 
rivalry and misunderstandings 
from which our gallant soldiers 
have relieved us, and would 

' leave us without any vision or 
new conception of justice and 
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Renunciation of Wrong Ambitions. 


peace. We would have learned _ 
no lesson from the war, but 
gained only the regret that it 
had involved us in its mael- 
strom of suffering. If Amer- 
jea has awakened as the rest of 
the world has to the vision of 
a new day in which the mis- 
takes of the past are to be cor- 
rected, it will welceme the op- 
portunity to share*the respon- 
sibilities of article ten. 
Imperialist Wants No League. 

The imperialist wants no 
league of nations, but, if, in re- 
sponse to the universal cry of 
the masses everywhere there is 
to be one, he is Interested to 
secure one suited to his own 
purposes, one that will permit 
him to continue the nistoric 
game of pawns and peoples— 
the juggline of provinces, the 
old balances of power and the 
inevitable wars attendant upon 
these things. The reservation 
proposed would perpetuate the 
old order. Does anyone really 
want to see the old game 
played again? Can ayone 
really venture to take part in 
reviving the old order? The 
enemies of a league of nations 
have by every true instinct 
centered their efforts against 
Article X., for it is undoubtedly 
the foundation of the whole 
It is the bulwark 
and the only bulwark of thé 
rising democracy of the world 
against the forces of impcrial- 
ism and reaction. 


It must not be forgotten, sen- 
ator, that this article consti- 
tutes a renunciation of wrong 
ambition on th@ part of power- 
ful nations with whom we were 
associated in the war. It is by 
no means certain that without 
this article any such renhuncia- 
tion wi]l take place. Militaris- 
tic ambitions end imperialistic 
policies are by no means dead 
even in the councils of tne na- 
tions whom we most trust and 
with whom we most desire to 
be associated in the tasks of 
peace. Throughout the sessions 
of the conference in Paris it 
was evident that a militaristic 
party, under the most influen- 
tial leadership, was seeking to 
gain ascendancy in the councils 
of France. They were defeat- 
ed then. but are in control now. 
The chief arguments advanced 
in Paris in support of the Ital- 
ian claims on the Adriatic were 
strategic arguments; that is to 
say, military arguments, which 
had at their back the thought of 
naval supremacy in that sea. 
For my own part, EF am as in- 
tolerant of imperialistic de- 
signs on the part of .other na- 
tions as I was of such designs 
on the part of Germany. 


The choice is between the 
ideals; on the one hand, the 
ideal of democracy, which rep- 
resents the rights of free peo- 
ples everywhere to govern 
themselves, and on the other 
hand, the ideal of imperialism, 
which seeks t odominate by 
force and unjust power an ideal 
which is by no means dead and 
which is earnestly held in many 
quarters still. Every imperial- 
istic influence in Europe was 
hostile to the embodiment of 
Article X. in the: covenant of 
the league of nations, and its ¥ 
defeat now would mark the /7 
complete consummation of their 
efforts to nullify the treaty. I 
hold the doctrine of Article X. 
to be the essence of American- 
ism. We cannot repudiate it or 
weaken it without at the same 
time repudiating our own prin- 
ciples. 

Either we should enter the 
league fearlessly, accepting the 
responsibility and not fearing 
the mole of leadership which 
we can now enjoy, contributing 
our efforts towards establishing 
a just and permanent peace, or 
we should retire as gracefully 
as possible from the great con- 
cert of powers by which the 
world was saved. For my own 
part, I am not willing to trust 
to the counsel of diplomats the 
working out of any salvation of 
the world from the things which 
it has suffered. 

I believe that when the full 
significance of this great ques-~ 
tion has been generally appre- 
hended, obstacles will seem in- 
significant betfe the opportu- 
nity, a great and glorious op- 
portunity to contribute our 
overwhelming moral and mate- 
rial force to the establishment 
of an international regime in 
which our own ideals of justice 
and right may be made to pre- 
vail and the nations of the 
world be allowed a peaceful 
development under conditions of 
order and safety hitherto im- 
possible. 

Nullifier and Mild Nullifier. 

I need not say, senator, that 
T have given a great deal of 
thoight to the whole matter 
of reservations proposed in con- 
nection with the rd€ification of 
the treaty and particularly that 
portion of the treaty which 
contains the covenant of the 
league of nations and I have 
been struck by the fact that 
practically every so-called 'res- 
affect a rather 
sweeping nullification of the 
itself. I

essence not a dividend but rather 
the opposite.” : 

“We are clear.” he said, “that not 
only does a stock -dividend really 
take nothing from the property of 
the corporation and add nothing to 
that of the shareholder, but that 
the antecedent accumulation of 
profits evidenced thereby, while in- 
dicating that the shareholder is the 
richer because- of an increase of 
his capital, at the same time shows 
he has not realized or received any 


income in the transaction. 
“It is saiq that a stockholder may 


i sell the new ghares acquired in the 


stock dividend; and so he may, if 
he can find a buyer. It is equally 
true that if-he does sell, and in do- 
ing so realizes a profit, such profit, 
like any other, is income, and so far 
as it may have arisen since the six- 
teenth amendment is taxable by 
congress without apportionment. 


“Yet without selling, the share- 
holder, unlegs possessed of other 
sources, has not the wherewithal 
to pay an income tax upon the divi- 
dend stock. Nothing could more 
clearly show that to tax a stock 
dividend is to tax a capital increase 
ang not income. than this demon- 
stration that in tne nature or things 
it requires conversion of capital in 
order to pay the tax” 

Annuls Law, Says Hull. 

Representative Hull, democrat, 
Tennessee, author of the income tax 
law, declared tonight that today’s 
decision of the supreme court “not 
only destroys the last vestige of 
congregsional power to tax stock 
dividends,” but also annfls the pres- 
ent law for taxation of “personal 
service corporations’’—those in 
which individual service is the chief 
factor. 

“The effect,” said Mr. Hull, “is 
that any group of individuals may 
form artificial entities and screen 
themselves and avoid a large 
amount of their just and fair taxa- 
ation. 

“Evasions to the annual extent of 
hundreds of millions of dollars,” 
Representative Hull predicted, 
would be possible, and large war 
profits also would escape taxation.

New York, March 8,—Wa]l] street 
was thrown into a state of demorali- 
zation today and many hundreds of

Moantain Girl 


At Doors of State University 


The way of the mountain girl at 
the Tallulah Falls school to the door 
of. Georgia’s university, Was the en- 
lightening story brought out at a 
meeting of the educational commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Woman's club yes- 
terday afternoon, when a large as- 
semblage were gathered of the 502 
members of the organization. 

Mrs. T. T. Stevens, chairman of ed- 
ucation for the Atlanta Woman's 
club of the city federation, and 
president of the Fifth district Geor- 
gia federation, presided at the edu- 
cational session. 

Miss Nannie Davis, principal of 


the Tallulah Falls School for Moun- 
tain Children, established and mam- 
tained by the federated women of 
the state, was the first contributor 
on the program, and she not only 
outlined the standing of the school; 
what it represented to the people 
and that section of the state, but 
she told that great human interest 
story which the Georgia mountain 
people always stand for. She talked 
of their two centuries of isolation, 
the neglect of them and the reac- 
tionary effect such neglect brings 
to the state’s status of civilization. 

She spoke of their one crime—the 
still—as an inheritance, and the only 
mode of making a living many of 
them have known. She spoke of 
their characters, their hearts and 
their heroism when they are stirred 
the right way, and she plead for 
a loving interest in them. She de- 
scribed their gratitude for the light 
of knowldege when it comes to 
them, and the willingness of the 
students at the Tallulah school to 
work, from the youngest pupil girl 
of 6, to the oldest, a girl of 21, pre- 
paring to be a teacher. She told of 
the record a Tallulah Falls school 
girl is making at the Normal school 
in Athens and the record another 
has made at an arts and crafts 
school in New York, where she 
learned to teach the-art of Weav- 
ing, and she exhibited hand- 
work made by the mountain girls 
taught by her. 

Mr. Brittain Talks. 


Hon. M. L. Brittain, state school] 
commissioner, spoke on the service 
and character of Miss Celeste Par- 
rish. for whom the federated club 
women have established a scholar- 
ship at the University of Georgia. 
He described Miss Parrish’s particu- 
lar interest in and sympathy for the 
people of the mountains of north 
Georgia. He described her tolerance 


of the difficulties she endured as his 
assistant in the state department of 
education: her courage and faithful 
and continued work for them, even 
to the last days of her life. 

“She fought, bled and died for 
them,” said Mrs. H. B. Wey, ex- 
plainin the student and work the 
federated club women of Georgia are 
doing which gives the mountain girl 
who works for it the opportunity 
to reach the highest department of 
education at the university. Thirty 
thousand dollars is the fund the 
club women have raised, which has 
been at the disposal of Georgia 


girls,who borrow the money tg com-, 


plete their education or so extend 
their education that they may ex- 
tend their usefulness. 

The three speakers represented the 
three departments of education that 
the Georgia club women are pushing 
and for which they are asking 
funds. Mrs. Hugh Willet is difec- 
tor of the Tallulah Falls school. Mrs. 
H. B. Wey is director of the student 
aid fund and the Celeste Pafrish 
scholarship fund.

Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, Vice pres- 
ident of the Atlanta Woman’s elub, 
opened the meeting, she acting in 
the absence of Mrs. Irving Thomas. 

Reports were read from the treas- 
urer of the clu, and announcement 
made that the club now has a mem- 
bership of 502. 

Mrs. C. C. Jerome, chairman of 
the art committee, announced classes 
in out-of-door sketching would be 
organized in April, and that the 
work of the public school children 
n drawing was at present on exhi- 
bition in the club art«gallery on 
the second floor. 

Mrs. Newton Wine announced a 
special entertainment to be given 
by the community playroom com- 
mittee Saturday afternoon, third 
floor, Arcade building, for the execu- 
tive board. 

Mrs. Charles Dowman won the 
beaded hag made by one of the 
wounded soldiers at Fort McPherson 
and raffled at the club. The civics 
committee announced the establish- 
ment of a public comfort station 
for which the committee has been 
working.

Washington, March 8.—The fed- 
eral reserve board fis asked in a

Senator Thomas  con- 
demned t practice as a “definite 
breach of faith” by the federal gov- 
ernment,/ declaring that many 
financiaJ concerns had purchased 
the bofvids on the understanding 
that tHe rate would be maintained.

MATTHEW WOLL TELLS 
OF SERVICES OF LABOR 


Prominent Atlantans Present 
at Banquet Given in 
His Honor. 


Matthew Woll, president of the 
International Photo - Engravers’ 
union, and vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, de- 
clared in an address Monday night 


that the purpose of organized la- 
bor, that of collective bargaining, 
ig the same as that of the investors 
fhat form the large companies that 
are the great employers of the 
country, and tha tas long as the 
principle is the same, wage earners 
merally have the right to form 
unions and enter into collective 
agreements with their employers. 

‘This point was brought in an ad- 
dress at the Ansley hotel before a 
gathering of prominent Atlanta 
citizens, including state and 
county officials, professional and 
business men, employers and repre- 
sentatives of the various labor or- 
ganizations affiliated with the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades. 


Invited to Come Here. 


The meeting was a result of an 
invitation recently by the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades to the execu- 
tive-officers of the American "Fed- 
eration of Labor to visit the At- 
lanta labor organization. Vice 
President Woll, who was on his 
way north from a labor conference 
in Florida, was the only member 
that was in position to accept the 
invitation. 

The meeting, which was held at 
the Ansley hotel, was opened with 
a banguet in the main dining hall. 
George Haney, president of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades, acted 
as toastmaster. Among some of the 
prominent citizens attending were 
Governor Hugh M, Dorsey, Mayor 
Key, Eugene R. Black, R. R. Otis, 
Preston Arkwright, Jerome Jones, 
Louis Marquardt, John A. Boykin, 
Judge John DPD. Humphries, John A. 
Manget, W. A. Sutton, C. W. Bern- 
hardt, and many others. 

After Mr. Woll had been ex- 
tended welcome on behalf of the 
city and state by Mayor Key and 
Governor Dorsey, he was _ intro- 
duced to the gathering by Presi- 
dent Haney, of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades. He opened his ad- 
dress by expressing the regrets 
of President Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor, at 
his inability to be in the city at 
the time. 

Mr. Woll spoke of the _ service 
rendered the world by organized 
labor during the war and before 
and after the war. He declared 
that the organization he repre- 
sented stood behind the govern- 
ment and its institutions, and 
aided materially in combating the 
attempts of the  bolsheviki to 
lower the morale of the country 
during the last stages of the war, 
and even after the signing. of the 
armistice. 


Battles in the Shops. 
“There were battles to be won 


during the war in the shops, 
mines and mills of the country, 
as well as in the trenches of 
France,” said Mr. Woll, who com- 
pared the results attained by or- 
ganized labor during the war with 
those of the socialist and I. W. W. 
forces. . , 

“Organized labor abhors strikes,” 
said Mr. Woll. “Wage earners do 
not agitate disputes with their 
employers because they like it.” 
He declared that labor is in favor 
of just arbitration and establish- 
ments of industrial courts to set- 
tle labor and capital disputes. 

Mayor Key made a rousing talk, 
giving his view son organized Jabor. 
He paid a tribute to Mr. Woll and 
to the effiicent services rendered 
the government by him during and 
after the war as a member of the 
war labor board, as a representa- 
tive of labor.

Tom Foley, dean of American 
billiard players, is this week cele- 
brating the sixtieth anniversary of 
his career as @ billiard room Keeper. 

It was in 1860, or just sixty years 
ago, that Tom took charge of the 
billiard room in the old Briggs 
house in Chicago. 

Prior to that Tom had been a 
table boy’in the billiard room in the 
Tremont house, where he learned 
to play the four-ball American 
game on a 6x12 six-pocket table. 

Five vears after taking hold of 
the Briggs room Tom, at the re- 
quest of friends, arranged a tourna- 
ment which was to decide the bil- 
liard championship of Illinois. 

It brought out eight contestants, 
including Tom, and thev were. con- 
sidered the best players in this part 
of the country. 

On that occasion Tom not only 
won the first billiard championship 
of illinois, but he went through the 
tournament without losing a single 
game. 

Later Tom was challenged four 
times for the state emblem. Of 
these games he won three, two 
from Rhines and one from Ver 
Meulen. The other game was for- 
feited by Tom to Le Brun. 

In the three state tournaments in 
which he took part Tom won one, 
came second in the next and fourth 
in the other. 

Outside of Tom’s professional ef- 
forts, for many years he helped in 
every way possible to advance the 
best interest of the game. 

Tom matched John McDevitt five 
times—twice against Joseph Dion 
for the American championship, 
once against Foster, once against 
Goldthwat and once against C. 
Dion. He also matched Snyder 
against Parker, Carter against Mor- 
ris, Slosson against Sexton once, 
Slosson against Bessunger 
and Rhines against Frawley. 

Early in the spring of 1869 Tom 
arranged for the first
